THE NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. WE AGREED THERE IS 
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NO WAY TO AVOID VOTE ON PRO ISSUE. 

3. COMMENT. I GREATLY APPRECIATE RAPID RESPONSE TO REFTEL FROM 
BOTH DEPARTMENT AND SAIGON. MY GUESS IS THAT DRV DEL 
WAS SO ENCOURAGED BY VOTES OF FEBRUARY 27 THAT IT NOW 
WISHES TO TAKE ITS CHANCES BY VOTE.
